Shortage of many 
kinds of workers 


Employment in Canada remained 
at a record level in September with 
a general shortage of many kinds 
of workers continuing unrelieved, 
the government said recently, 

A joint monthly satement by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
the Labor. Department said man- 
power supplies tightened moder- 
ately in the month as the seasonal 
wihdrawal of students and other 
short-term workers slightly ex- 
ceeded the post-summer decline in 
labor requirements. 

The number of persons with jobs 
was estimated at 5,676,000, a de- 
cline of 147,000 from the previous 
month's record of 5,823,000. The 
declines totalled 105,000 in agri- 
culture and 42,000 in non-farm in- 
dustries.

Don't be a bad actor , 
The art of deceptive faking is 
extremely important in football, 
but few players make the effort 
to really master it, A man like 
Normie Kwong of the Edmonton 
Eskimos who really knows how to 
fake is twice as effective to his 
team. Kwong draws a tackle on 
almost every play, simply because 
he fakes so well the opposition 
isn’t sure whether he's got the ball 
or not and tackles him just to
